But be not difcourag’d, Gentlemen, let 
not thefe raf Sort of People fun you from 
one Extreme to another, the Cale & fag 
from de{perate, the German Army ate pot 
beaten nor broken, - they have sot lot 
Prince Zagene yet, they are infinitely [u- 
periour.ta the French yet, they are upoa 
the Offeniive Ail, they are Invaders fill, 

‘Shall I be plain with you? I muft own, 
I never lik’d the Attemptiat all, and any 
body may fee, by-what I bave faid all along, 
that 1 had an iN Opinion of it 4 not that £ 
do, (as. thofe that always fay fo of a ing 
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that mifcarries, but my Reafon always con- 
curr’d with my Fearsabout it; Ialways put 
the Strefs of the Work upon their Heels 
more than their Hands 3 I {aid from the firft 
Accounts we had of it, that the Duke of 
Savoy and the Marefchal De Theffe were run- 
ning a Race for Thoulom, and he that came 
firft there would getit 5 and when I heard 
that the Marefchal De Theffe was entred 
with 40 Battalions, that he lay at a Diftance 
intrenched with another Body, and expeét- 
ing Reinforcements, I will not conceal my 
Fears, I ever doubted the Succefs, and 
thought Ifaw Reafon to do fo. 

I confefs, I expeéted great Things from 
the Bravery and Condu& both of the Ger- 
man Army, and of the great General that 
commanded them: But I never knew a 
Town taken in my Life, which could not 
be invefted, and which had an Army very 
near as numerous within, as that which be- 
fieged it, and I believe, Hiftory cannot pa- 
rallel. 

I gave the very Reafon for it in the Re- 
view N°. 84, which came out juft before 
the News came to Town, Viz. That it muft 
be impoffible to maintain advane’d Pofts, 
Batteries and Trenches, when the Enemy 
could {aly every Night with whole Armies. 
—Whoam J, that I fheuld fo exaétly thow 
you, what without my Foreknowledge of 
Fa& came direétly to pals !—The advanc’d 
Works on the Hill of St. Katherine con- 
fifted of three feveral’ Pofts, they were 
guarded by 4560 Men, nor can any Army 
of 42000, which was the moft-the Germans 
cconfifted of, ever {pare more to he on the 
Guard at a Time— And whatare thefeto a 
Garrifon, who lying all within their Works, 
can at Midnight or Day-break, as the French 
did, falty out with 30 Companies of Gre- 
nadiers, and 24 Battalicns of Foot 4 the 
Confequence is plain, they carry’d all the 
Pofts, nail’d up all their Cannon, and then 
retreated ; and thisthev could do perhaps 
twice or threetimes a Week. This I fay, 
no Army of §ocoo Men could: prevent, 
much lefs could they carry on thet? Siege 
with it. 

But fo much for Probabilities 5 the Con- 
fequence has determined who were the beft 


Judges of thefe things, and I fee no Caufe 
at all to be afham’d of my Conjeétures. 

But after all, Prince Eugene has fhown 
himfelf a wife and politick General, that 
forefaw early enough the Confequence of 
this Siege, and took Care not to rein a 
good Army upon Improbabilities; better 
two {uch Enterprizes loft, than one fuch 
Army 3 he faw a great way before him, he 
faw the Intrenchments not to be forc’d, the 
Harbour not to be enter’d, the Town not 
to be invefted—He faw the numerous De- 
tachments drawing down from Al/asia, from 
Roufilion, from Arragon, and from Flanders, 
and that ashe fhould decreafe by an obtti- 
nate and bloody Siege, fo the French would 
increafe, and at laft be as numerous behind 
him, as he was, befides the Town before 
him ; befides all this, he faw the Impofhbi- 
lity of being fornifhed with Provifions by 
Land, and the Uncertainty of it by Sea. 

He faw that by this Method, he fhould 
have Plenty to day, aad Scarcity to mor- 
row ; one Weck Bread, and another none ; 
and if a Storm fiould happen for feme rime, 
as at that time of the Year was far from 
improbable, they might be ruin’d at once, 
and ftarved: I donot fay thefe were all his 
Reafons, but I am perfwaded, any body 
will excufe me for faying, thefe were cer- 
tainly (ome-of them. 

Forefeeing thefe and other remote Con- 
fequences of things, dnd perbaps this among 
the reff, that with his Army whole and in 
Heart, te might beable to do fome more 
confiderable Service etfewheres He has 
thought fic to withdraw from the Siege of 
Thoulon, and Y'cannot but applaud their 
Meatures, tho’ J am forry for the Neceffity ; 
ic fhows them careful, wary, politick and 
forcknowing. O! had the Imperial Coun- 
cils been foreknowing enough to have ad- 
journ’d either this or the Neapolitan Defign: 
in the fir of the Campaign, it had fav’d 
us this Mértification. ie 

Unhappy was che Profperity of that Ex- 
pedition ! Had that gilded Baic notatlured 
the Imperial Court; Had r160co Men, 
which that Bufinefs took from them, been 
added to this Army, they had nar only 
been ciore formidable by shat Supply, but 
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this Delign had been fooner ripe, and the 
Germans had been under the Walls of 7hou- 
Jon, before the Marefchal De Thejé had been 
capable of coming near it. 

But by this trifling Conqueft, compara- 
tively fpeaking, the Germans, like the Em- 
peror of Old, have caught the Fly, acd loft 
the Crown 5 they have mifs’d a City worth 
a Kingdom, and gota Kingdom worth but 
little 5 fo let the Imperial Councils bute aét, 
if ever we come to have them for our 
Enemies, aud I dare fay, we never lofe by 
fuch a War. 

Our Advices fay, that General Vi/conti 
was encamp'’d near Pignerod with 12c00 
Foot and 60co Horfe, and 4ooo Fact more 
marchingto them, Had the 160co Men, 
which march’d to Naples, been added to 
that Body, Prince Ewgene had facd Thoxu- 
low with 75000 Men, defides the Fleet —— 
Ther he might have pufh’d, then had the 
Marelchal 7heffe receiv’d all his Reintorce- 
ments, they might have fac’d him, and car- 
ry'd on the Siege too; they might have in- 
vefted the whole, and cover’d the Siege, 

utasicis, I fay, the Generals hare 
done wif-ly, and we oughe co rejoyce that 
they have took thef¢Meatures In cine, before 
they were forc’d to comeaway with bloody 
Faces—Lefore the braveft of their Troops 
had been facrifiz’d, and torn to pieces by 
the Boytbs and Sallies of a Town fo furnifh- 
ed as this was. 

“Come then{ Genrlemen, ‘let us not be 
difcourag’d, let us lovk forward; 1’ war- 
rant you, Prince Eugeme recovers his Re- 
gutation, if you chink he has loftany, for 
Jaflure, [donot think he has, but ¥ war- 
rantyou, he does fomething to pleafe you 
fil), before the Campaign is at End. 

Pray lock back a little, Gentlemen, to 
the Time, whea not imagining any thing 
like the Siege of Zboulon, we only confider’ 
Prince Eugene as preparing to enter Deite 
phiné. We pleas’d our felves theo, with 
thinking of what an {mpreffion’ he would 
make ‘into Fréxce; How he would teach 
them a lictle,what i¢ was co feel that Parc of 
the War, they had fo long made the reft 
of the World feel, what it was to have the 
Seat. uf Blgcd: in. their own Bowel:,, ahd 


would give them an* Equivalent fort 
the Marefchal Vitars Raraaes in the Bnrv- 
pire. This was the Heigth of our Ex- 
pe@ations, and we thought ica good thing 
enough—We fhould have been content to 
have feen the Imperial Generals ranging 
Dauphiné up to Grenoble, and railing Con- 
tributions to the Gates of Lyons. 

But this Actempe upon Toulon. has fo 
dazled our Eyes, fo elevated out Expetta- 
tions, that moderate things will aot pleafe 
us—All this is our ruuning too fatt, jampe 
ing into Conquefts, contemning our Ene- 
mies, Pray, Gentlemen, now grow tem: 
peratea little, and let nslook back; come,, 
Thoulon wit not do, but we are where we 
were 3 if this will not, fomething el/e muft. 
Never be caft down at the Difappeint- 
meot, fo long as your Army is whole. 

Nor are they wholeonly, but they are in 
France, they are paying the French in theie’ 
own Coin, they are living upon the Colt of 
theie Enemies, they are impoverifhing 
France, and enetvacins the King of France, 
and now for‘an Equivalent. 

"Why fipft of all, Gentlemen, if they 
fhould match up into Provence, wind meee 
the Army under General Vifccnti, who are 
attacking Fort Le Perou/e,end thereby open= 
ing the Paflages into‘Provence and Dauphisedr

Now sec any Man fay; that-this is not: 
a likely Project 5 lecchem-go ikte the 
Mountains, add fee the Works caft'up, the 
Paffes défendedd, and thd Pking -Moafieur. 
De Theffe tok to fechre’the Rrontiers,: you 
will fuon be convinc'd, they were far from 
being infenfible of che Advantages the fm¢
